OTTAWA —' Prime Minister 
-Pearson, trying to smother 
the flames of revolt in his 
cabinet, said Thursday there 
were “no divisions" and “we 
don't have crises in our 
government.’*

.Minister Mitchell Sharp and 
Writer Girdon. minister with¬ 
out portfolio, which could still 
end in the resignation of one 
6r the other.

After a meeting of the 
cabinet, with Mr. Gordon 


absent In Jamaica and Mr. 
Sharp in the firing line here, 
there was no agreement on 
how the cabinet would end the 
battle over the Mercantile 
Bank affair. 

“It's still up in the air.” a 
government source said. 
“There were no conclusions, 
no decisions." 


7T:e issue, as*some sources 
put it, is now simply this; 
Who is the finance minister. 
Mr. Sharp.or Mr. Gordon, his 
predecessor In the portfolio? 

Mr. Gordon, according to 
these sources, wants to run 
the US. owners of the Mer¬ 
cantile Bank "out of Canada.” 



Mr Sharp, feels bound by 
the agreement worked out 
between the government and 
Fir»t National, owners of 
Mfrcantile, that was approved 
last week by the Commons 
banking committee. 

He had been agreeable to 
minor changes. And. in the 
tentative deal worked out at 
last Friday’s crisis cabinet 
meeting, had been willing to 
move an amendment in the 
Com mom next week as a 
gesture to Mr. Gordon. 


Now that the battle is out In 
the open. Mr. Sharp is 
reported to feel that he cannot 
make amendments without 
appearing t> abdicate his 
responsibility as minister to 
Mr, Gordon. 

But members of the 
cabinet, including the prime 
minister, are reported to be 
pressing Mr. Sharp to make 
concessions to Mr. Gordon to 
keep the cabinet together.

I have not 
conspired with anyone at any 
1 time or any place to murder our 
late and esteemed president.

WASHINGTON (AP) — 
President Johnson and Senator 
Robert F. Kennedy widened 
their difference* Thursday with 
the president saying it is 
imperatlva to continue the 
bombing of North Vietnam and 
the senator calling for a halt. 


Minutes after Kennedy took 
the Senate floor to urge suspen¬ 
sion at the air strikes without 
any prior sign the enemy is 
willing to talk, Washington 
Senator Henry M. Jackson 
made public a letter from 
Johnson saying the bombing has 
been effective and will be 
continued,

Johnson, who has said he 
would be willing to call off the 
air bombardment if Hanoi gaVe 
some sign of willingness to talk, 
•aid “we shall persist In our 
operations in the North.*\ 

With about one-quarter of the 
Senate’s 100 members on hand 
and the galleries crowded, Ken¬ 
nedy pleaded for a peace 
Initiative linking cessation of the 
bombing with an American 
announcement of willingness to 
go to toe negotiating table on a 
week's notice.

T he: CARTER Commission on Taxation says it is 
not interested in any tax incentive that serves to 
perpetuate smallness and inefficiency rn business. 

The impression is left, whether intended or not. 
that a small business is inefficient, simply because it is 
small. 

Surely this is far from being the case. There are 
thousands of small businesses across Canada which 
are probably conducted with a great deal mote ef¬ 
ficiency and thoroughness than those that are many 
times their size. 

Victoria is a city which is built around a great 
variety of small companies, and a great number of 
them are of inestimable value to the commtmity. They 
Include store operators, real estate firms, restaurateurs, 
launderers and many types of independent stores. 
1 Respite the Carter commission's inference -they are 
not inefficient, and the. fact that they are not growing 
into large corporations is purely and simply because 
they have already reached the desiied peak of their 
trade or scope. 

These then, are among the firms which the Carter 
report recommends should no longer enjoy Jtoe priv¬ 
ilege of paying corporation tax at 21 per cent on the 
first S35.000 of annual net profit, but pay the new- 
flat corporation tax of 50 per cent along with all the 
big companies. 

The two levels of corporation tax were first in¬ 
troduced In Canada in 1949 to provide relief for small 
businesses and to provide them with funds needed for 
growth and expansion. 

This tax relief is now given on the first $35,000 
of net income to all companies large and small, but 
the larger the company’s profit, the smaller the per¬ 
centage of overall relief, which seemed a fairly sen¬ 
sible way of taxing. 

The Carter commission thinks that the relief 
should no longer be given, and offers in exchange a 
rapid-depi-eciation allowance for a limited period of 
10 years. 

As only a minority of small business have any¬ 
thing to depreciate the carrot is not much of a lure. 

It would seem that the Carter commission has 
little sympathy for the little businessman and is 
merely giving him another incentive to merge with a 
“friendly giant” and to become an employee rather 
than an employer. 

In a free enterprise system this could be un¬ 
fortunate.

Such interpretation appears to be reinforced by 
the views of the British defence minister, Mr. Denis 
Haaley. 

There is no point in keeping large quantities of 
equipment for conventional war on the Continent, Mr. 
Healey says, because if war were to break out there, 
the Soviet Union would use nuclear weapons “frofn 
the word go.” Everything known of Russia's military 
doctrine, he says, shows that this Is the case. 

The minister also believes that NATO forces then 
would be compelled to use nuclear weapons “within 
days of an attack," and that organized warfare would 
be impossible within further days. 

This assessment rather clearly discounts the Idea 
that Russia and the United States would “from the 
word go” bring into full play their enormous nuclear 
might against each other.

PRESUMABLY SEARCHING for material to be etn- 
bodied in some proposed new musical master¬ 
piece the London Symphony Orchestra Club has held 
a recent competition for 12 sounds representing con¬ 
temporary Britain. Among the prize-winning sugges¬ 
tions were the noises of Big Ben, a whistling kettle, 
a bingo caller, rain and a rush-hour traffic jam. 

Among the more satirical ideas of the winner— 
a Miss Jean Canter of Epsom, Surrey—were a news 
reader announcing yet another priaon-break, knitting 
naedles and a snore against a strident TV set, and a 
trade union strike meeting ending tyith the shout of 
“Everybody out!” 

Other competitor* suggested, a publican calling 
“Time, gentlemen please,” people coughing, stiletto

Certainly the idea has much merit and could well 
h# adopted by similar organizations in this country 
as a centennial contribution toward recording for all 
time the aural culture of modem Canada. 

Such a project holds fascinating possibilities. 
What 12 sounds really describe Canada today? The 
call of the loon, the factory whistle, the noise of bull- 
doeers clearing the way for another multi-storey build¬ 
ing. a police siren, a jet plane coming in for a landing?

Panama Figures 
Reflect Raw Deal

The Panama Canal has produced a gross Income of mar* 
than $3,079,000,000 from the time It was opened to transit in 
1914 until 1965, according to a report just made public by the 
Panamanian comptroller general’s office. 

The report states that during that half-century period, the 
canal earned a net profit of more than $325,000,000 but toe 
Republic of Panama got only $34,000,000. 

Gross income la based on receipts for transit toll*, and 
other income not specified in the report. 

Toll Income amounted to $1,277,000,000 and “unspecified 
Income” totaled $1,800,000,000. 

The report points out that out of the $34,000,000 the gov¬ 
ernment of Panama had to pay back to the Panama Canal 
Company $11,700,000 for water supplied by the company to 
the cities of Panama on the Pacific and Colon on the Carib¬ 
bean during toe yean 1946 to 1965 alone.

The iteelhead puneheard is impractical in -it.* present form 
It is just too awkward a system of recording catches on a 
rivrrbank. 

While this column is definitely in favor of a puneheard 
system, w.th-some reservations, we think a new type of card 
must be devised. One reservation is that pretty soon the pro¬ 
vincial fisheries biologists should give some indication of what 
.practical use they plan to put the infoiTnabon they arc gather¬ 
ing. Jri short: How are they going to go about improving 
steel heading? 

Existing system calls for an angler to, immediately ujwm 
taking a steelhead, to punch out hi* licence and enter in the 
appropriate space on the licence the date and name of the 
river from which the fi$h are taken. 

The fish and wildlife breneh has advised "some anglers are 
waiting until some Time after their fish are caught, such as 
when they return to", tlrcir cars, before complying with the 
licence requirements. In so dofhg. they are leaving themselves 
open to prosecution, it warns. 

We must plead guilty to waiting until-we got to our car 
before punching our card, and one lime we did just that was 
when we fell in the Oyster River.

Steelheaders themselves asked for the puneheard system. 
They are prepared to cooperate. I Hit they must be given a 
practical way to coo|>eiaie. And we are not against a trophy 
fee to finance it.

'Twelve days ago, Mrs. 
Helen Hopke lay In her bed 
fighting to stay alive to see 
her daughter’s wedding. 

"Incurably ill for the past 
five years. Mrs. Hopke had 
been indirectly responsible for 
the meeting about a year ago 
of her daughter Rote Marie, 
30. and the girl's intended 
husband, Arthur Woodrow 
Hudson, 26. 


He experimented with rats, 
placing them in mazea and 
traps which permitted them 
no chance’for escape. In such 
situations, even the most 
rigorous of these animals 
gave up their efforts and 
fairly soon succumbed, .to 
death.
